CRIMINAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FOOT ROBSNSON, NOT., Jan. 22.—Tho 


Cheyenne Indian campaign has closed 
for time at leait. On Monday Col. 
Kvanti, with Companies B and D, 3d 
Cavalry, found the renegades in a strong 
position in the sliffs four miles north of 
the Btage rnad, and partially succeeded 
in cutting off their progress. They ef- 
fected their usual escape and moved 
towards the Red Cloud Agency. Capt. 
Weasels, whose acouU conveyed tain 
news to him, started at onco on their 
trail with bis four companies of cavalry, 
and at noon to-day he came up to them 
Homo forty-five milen from this post. 
Then the work of capturing them, 
either dead or alive, began in dead ear- 
nest. In fact but thirty-two, with nine 
of that cumber badly wounded, are alive 
ol the forty-nine fugitives that were in 
the field, leaving seventeen 
killed. 


Capt, Weasels was slightly wounded. 
The First Sergeant of Company K and 
an Indian scout are also wounded to an 
unknown eitent. Three of Wesseld' 
command, a nergeant, a farrier and one 
private, were killed. This ncwn arrived 
verbally by courier at midnight, ami 
more couriers, with details of the battle, 
arc expected soon. Ambulances have 
just started at midnight to bring in tlie 
dead and woundi'd. 


Later news from the Quid stated tliut 


only nine Cheycnnea, all of tlioni 
wounded, were captured. Tho balance 
of the party, twenty-three in number, 
were killed.
